Tho Cam and Alt eiitl'.n Given to Ilia 
Kdueatlou by Ilia Par..uta. . 

WiUiam II. is la bb thIrtiaU jear* 
having been bom January 17, 18S9. lu 

reply to a messajo of cungratulatlon 
from the I.andtag, his father, the Km- 
peror Frederic!:, newly dead, wrote: 
"If God preserves Itin life of iny sun it 
wiU.bo my dearest task to uduuuto him 
In tiie feelings aad prlaaiplas which 
bind m9 to the fatherland." This on- 
deftaklag was faithfully adhered to by 
tha4ato Kmperor and by llie ICmpruss. 
Both his father and niolln r devoted 
much of their time to thd education oi 
Prince Will him. ••Tho Emjiress Vio- 
torla hi the Nn lerjr" became a favorita 
subject for qlctorial art, and many 
anecdotes relating to the period of his 
i-hildhood art} prouui.vod. Fro^|^MG 
the instruction of tho young I'rinee was 
intrustiHl to Dr. Hiin;p..t.jr, who wiu 
chosen tor this important task on 
oount of hia tl i iat Imowledge and taet, 
and at the same time as being a man 
of high personal charaetor and prlncl 
pies. IJr. Ilinzputur took care not to 
neglect the developTn.'nl of his charge 
bodily as well a.^ iiientid powers, and 
gave a prominent piocu to gymuastia 
exercises la the doily arrangements. 
He also, with Iho oordUl approval ot 
Iho late Emporor and of tho Empress 
Victoria, selected compauiuns for tho 
childlio:>d of the Princo who did not 
exeUa.lvidy b.dong to the circles of the 
Court and the iiristoorucy. Among 
theae were the family of the then 
Scotch Presbyterian ministor at Poto^ 
dam. tho Kev. Hr. Carlyie, one of 
whose sons, Mr. A. J. Carlyie, a com- 
p;ini(m of the childhoiHl of the Em- 
Jienii-. was prei^idenl of Ihu Dxfor 
Union liist Lent U.rm. From IW'l to 
1877 tho young I'rlnce was sent to thu 
gymnasium of CassoU a much home- 
ilor, if not less admirable, educational 
institution than those of Berlin or Pots- 
dam. Huro he submitted to tho ordinary 
iliseipliii.' of (Jerman school life, and 
met with u different class of scliool 
companions from those whom he would 
have found at the more uxcluslvo and 
ariatooratlo schools of the motropolis 
and the royal reaidenoo town. 

In October. 1877, Prince William 
entered the I'nivorsity of Bonn, and 
llll. present writ 'r, then a studunt at 
ilie univornily. wi 11 romcmbors the ar- 
rival uf tho Crown Princess and her 
soar There -waa" BO oeremony. All 
felt the Intantton waa that tho Prince 
himself should fcol that ho entered tho 
university as an ordinary student and 
was cxpoctod to cntifonn to Its rogiila- 
lions like thu rust. Whilu in Bonn he 
lived in u mudost dwelling In Uio 
( 'ohlenzor stmsso, and used to be soon 
going to and from lectures wearing the 
whltu cap of the Corps "Borussio," tlio 
corps wUeh oorrespffkdi to the Oxford 
Bulllnffdoa Club. It is said, however,, 
thatut Bonn rrinee William first formed 
the predilections fur tlu lifu of tin 
army which havo sln.ni marked his 
career. He was much in the company 
of the numerous oSeara ot the eraok 
roglmenta thaa quartered la the uni- 
versity town, and on high authority it 
is said that he was there taught to i 
L'tii d his grandfather and Moltke as the 
heroes w hom it ought to be hls first 
aim to einututo. 

In 1880 his marriage with the Prin- 
cess :igusta Victoria of Schleswtg- 
Ho!8lein-Augustenl»erg 1(«I to the first 
o[ii>ortunity he hod of Uoidaring his 
mind with regard to piibiie alTairs. In 
tile cinir.... of ills reply to .-111 address 
from thu towns uf Primsia, hu said that 
■the example ot his baiovjid grand- 
parents and parents would be tho 
guiding star" of the lives of himself 
and his bride, and ho concluded by 
asking the de]Mitation to assure tho 
whole fatherland "that our wliulo life 
shall bo devoted to llie fulflllinonl of
